Mr. Kelley, Local Counsel of Boston and Maine 


Gives Interview On Subject 


The announcement of President 


Mellen of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road, that the policy of the railroad

with general interest.

John W. Kolley, Esq., of this city,

One Killed and One Injured 


In Rochester Accident 


Engineer Otis Gowcn of Portland 


was instantly killed 
and 
Fireman 


Benjamin Falrfield 
perhaps 
fatally 


injured Friday evening at Rochester, 
when regular freight train No. 334, 
bound for Worcester, was met on a 
blind curve by extra engine No. CSS. 


The regular freight went in two 


sections from Portland tot Worcester, 
the first section comprising 
thirty- 


three cars, and was in charge of Con- 
ductor C. R. Vantine, Engineer Otis 
Gowen and Fireman Arthur Galland. 
This train left Rochester at 8.36 Fri- 
day evening. 
Meanwhile, special en- 


gine No. 683 had ben sent out from 
Nashua to assist the second of the 
regular, which was 
thirty-five cars 


long and heavily loaded. 


It Is said that, through some mis- 


understanding of the train 
orders, 


this engine instead of remaining on 
the siding at Harrington, seven miles 
from the Rochester depot, continued 
along to a very bad section of 
the 


road, where it met the 'regular train 
headon, resulting in a derailment of 
engines, tenders and freight cars in 
a general smashup.

Gpwen of the regular, however, was 
caught and pinned beneath his ten- 
der, being frightfully mangled.

jump from tjie cab, but in the act of 
alighting struck against some unmov- 
able object, which caused him to fall 
heavily, seriously injuring his back.
